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PREFACE. 


The  sales  by  auction  reported  in  this  volume  represent  nearly 
50,000  lots  of  property  and  probably  double  that  number  of  books. 
The  total  amount  realized  was  £66^470  15s.  6d.,  a  good  but  not 
unusual  average.  No  really  first-class  library  has  been  dispersed 
during  the  current  year,  but  one  reported  on  p.  23,  under  the  title 
of  "  a  portion  of  the  Library  of  a  Gentleman,  deceased,"  would  un- 
doubtedly have  merited  that  position  had  it  been  larger.  Although 
there  were  only  418  lots  in  the  catalogue  the  amount  realized  was 
rather  more  than  ;£2,400,  an  average  that  has  only  been  exceeded 
a  few  times  during  the  last  three  or  four  years. 

A  general  survey  of  the  position  shows  but  little  change  in  the 
value  of  most  classes  of  books.  Original  editions  of  Sir  Walter 
Scott's  works,  if  in  the  original  boards,  but  not  otherwise,  are  rising 
rapidly  in  the  market ;  Dickens  and  Thackeray,  and  all  books 
illustrated  by  such  well-known  artists  as  Rowlandson,  Aiken, 
Hablot  Browne  and  Leech,  stand  firm,  or  indeed  may  be  said  to  be 
getting  more  expensive,  if  only  they  come  up  in  point  of  quality 
and  condition  to  the  rather  exacting  requirements  of  the  collector 
of  such  books.  Inferior  copies  are  common  enough  and  excite 
comparatively  little  interest. 

At  one  time  it  seemed  likely  that  a  class  of  books  that  has  only 
come  into  prominence  during  the  past  twelve  months,  consisting  of 
strictly  limited  editions  of  the  works  of  modem  poets  and  essayists, 
might  be  able  to  compete  to  some  extent  with  the  older  collectors' 
works,  now  practically  unprocurable  except  at  great  expense,  but 
this  has  proved  not  to  be  the  case.  However  well  these  books 
may  have  sold  when  first  published,  they  have  made  very  little 


impression  on  the  open  market,  and  in  my  opinion  a  heavy  fell  is 
almost  certain  to  take  place  at  no  distant  date.  Whatever  the 
reason,  it  seems  clear  tliat  book  buyers  are  not  prepared,  as  yet,  to 
abandon  their  old  traditions,  at  least  in  the  auction  room.  There 
is  consequently  very  little  change  lo  report  With  the  sole  excep- 
tion of  Sir  Walter  Scott's  works  the  slate  of  the  book  market  is 
much  the  same  as  it  was  this  time  last  year. 

I  have  again  to  thank  ihe  auctioneers  who  have  dispersed  the 
libraries  referred  to  in  the  following  pages  for  the  great  kindness 
and  courtesy  shown  me  on  all  occasions.

[It  may  be  mentioned  that  at  this  sale  Shakespeare's  jug 
and  cane  were  disposed  of,  realizing  155  guineas  the  two. 
These  interesting  relics  were  bequeathed  by  Shakespeare 
to  his  sister  Joan,  who  married  a  Mr.  Hart,  who  settled  at 
Tewkesbury,  and  they  remained  in  possession  of  his  de- 
scendants till  the  commencement  of  the  present  century, 
when  they  passed  into  other  hands.  The  jug  was  of  cream- 
coloured  earthenware,  9  inches  in  height,  and  about  16 
inches  round  the  largest  part,  somewhat  in  the  shape  of  a 
modern  coffee-pot.  It  was  divided  longitudinally  into  eight 
compartments,  within  which  the  principal  deities  of  the 
heathen  mythology  were  represented  in  bold  relief.  The 
cane  was  of  malacca,  4  feet  7\  inches  in  length,  with  a 
5-inch  ferrule.  A  volume  containing  cuttings  from  maga- 
zines and  newspapers  and  correspondence  relating  to  the 
relics  was  sold  with  them.
